The Conntry, as far as my Intelligence reaches, bas followed the 
| Example of the City, and refuſed to Read the Declaration of ine 
| dulzerce, according to a certain Order, ſaid to be the Kings, which 

| | we in the Country can ſcarce believe ro be his 5, for it bas neither 
been ſirnifird to the Ordinarics, according to the uſual manner ; ner 
| could theſe that diſperſed it give any aceonit whence it came to them, 
| I have heard ind:ed, That an Att of Council, concerning it, has been 
| publiſhed in the Gazette ; which I never ſaw, andif I bad, I ſhould 
| ſcarce have thourht Authentick : For I always t20% that Paper, as 
for its Aw ho-ity, to have been all of a Piece, and that we were no more 
| bound to take notice of any Crder publiſhed there, under any Penalty, 
than we are to believe all the News from Poland or Conſtantinople : 
Nay, though this Order had come to us in due Form, yet had we had 
great reaſon to ſuſpt ſomething of Surreption and Surprize upon 
| his Majeſty in this matter, and that it could not proceed from his 
| Majeſties Free and Full C onſent ; for we cannot yet forget bis re- 
| peated Profeſſions of Kindueſs to uw, and of Satisf ation in our Prins 
ciples and Duty ; and having done nothing fiace which might For- 
feit his good Opinion ;, we are unwilling to believe, 1 hat it is his 
Mazeſties own Mind and Pleaſure to Load us with ſnch an Order, 
as we cannot execute with any Congruity, Safety, *or Gord Con- 


ſcience. 
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Here is another P:overd fulfllel, Birds of a Feather will 
hang together. There was never any Contagion in the City, 
but it ſpread it ſelf far into the Country : But why the An- 
ſwerer ſhould take ſuck an Occaſion as this, to quarrel with 
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the Gazette , to fpoil the Communication of the Gentle- 
men , in the Country Ale and Coffee-houſes, ſince it is 
one of the greateſt Divertiſements of the Country-Parſons 
themſelves, is very ſtrange. There is no Body thinks they 
were ſo highly obliged to Credit the Gazerre; however, the 
Order it felf was affixed to the Declaration, and that they 
ought to have believed.

ty znd Undecent Piece of Arrogance, which none but Perſons 
of the Anſwerers Temper durſt ever have aſpir'd to : An Inſo- 
lence beyond that of the Giaats themſelves, thus to Aſlail the 
very Heaven it fclf of Soveraignty and Majeſty. As if his 
Mzjeſty did not Conſult and Know what was Congruous, Safe 
and Proper for ſuch a Lettermonger's Conſcience as this, as 
well as himſelf.

For there are yet, Thanks be to God, no Penal 
Laws to which our Congregaticns are obnoxious, and therefore we do 
not ftand in need of any Toleration ; - it 1s upox Us only that the 
Reading of it is impoſed. An At which cannot well be Conſtrued 
othermiſe,than as a ſoliciting and tempting our ownPeople to for ſake our 
Communion, If this Declaration mu#t needs be Read in any Religious

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Aſſemblies, m t:a/un ſurtly it ſhowld be in thoſe that whe!ly owe theiv 
Subſeſtenee to it. It would better have become the Roman than uhe 


Pruelwu Cippils. But in the Roman Church, Indulgence bath 
ancther ſign:ficaiion;, and belongs to thoſe only that frequem their 
Churches, bit na to ſuch as believe them : For with them this 1s the 
only Sin that is not Capable of Indulgence ,, but the Prieſts deſire to be 
excuſed, leit while they proclaim Toleration to Others, they bring an 
Interdict upon Themſclues. Or why, 1 pray, was not Father Pen 
Order'd to Publiſh it in his Meetings?Or the worthy Mr. Lob,the re 
puted Fatih of this Projeft why had not He the benefit of his own In- 
vention, ard a Patent for being the ſole Publiſher of tt within his onn 
Pound f Or wky was not my Lord Mayors Private and Elett Congre- 
gation thought worthy of ſo great a Grace ? Surely it is not to draw 
upon us the Envyy of the Diſſenters, that the Honour of publiſhing this 
( Declaration is impoſed upon Vs alone,when it belongs to all other C on- 
munions in the Kingdom except our own ;, andif we refuſe it, I hope 
it will be imputed to our Modeſty ;, for we are not ambitions of being 
Impertinent, or Buſie-bodies in other Mens Matters. 


REPS&T. 


There is no weight at all to be laid upon this Argument, 
either ſeemingly or really. For if the King be Maſter of his 
own Kingdom, and his own Subjects, he may Order his Decla- 
rations to be Read where he pleaſes. Are not they ſole Oppo- 
ſers of the King's Conſcience ? Are not all the Churches and 
Chappels of the Kingdom in their Poſſeſſion, which of Primary 
Right belong to the King ? Orelſe why do they pay him Tri- 
bute of their Firſt Fruits? And why then may not the King 
order his own Declarations to be Read in his own Churches q | 
and Chappels, to the end that their Congregations as well as | 
other Aſſemblies may be made ſenſible of his Majeſty's univerſal 
Clemency and Kindneſs to all his Subjets? Not as Trapans, 
to tempt-the People to forſake the Communion of the Church of 
England, which is but a groundleſs and ſcandalous Infinuation 
of the Anſwerer. And whereas he ſays, the Church of England- 
Men are no way concern'd in the Toleration, ſo much the more 
reaſon have they to be thankful for the Enjoyment of their 
Liberty, 
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Liberty, and to teſtifie their Gratitude, by Reading in their 
Churches thoſe Orders which the King Commands to be Read ; 
the Refuſal of which is a flat Contempt of Royal Authority. 
and favours rather of Slight and Privacy, then of good 
Conſcience. So that the Anſwerer might have ſpared his Re- 
flexions upon Mr. Pen and Mr. Lob, and the Lord Mayor's SeleCt 
Congregation, which do but ſhew the malice of the A»ſwerer's 
Heart; and the grudge he bears to the Indulgerce which they 
enjoy under the favour of Royal Proteftion.

This Sentence might bettey 
have become a Meſſenger of the King of Aſſyria, than a pretended 
Counſeilor of our own Prince, thouzh ſome make a o_ to which 
King he belongs ; but G od be thanked we are not yet ſo SFreightly be- 
ſieg'd, as to be reduc'd to that Extremity ; and though by the permiſ 
ſion of God we ſhould be reduc'd to ſo mi [erble a Condition, we ſheul.l, 
T hope, by the Grace of Ged, be content to endure that and wor 'e 
Extremities, if poſſible, rather than Betray or Surrender the Cit y of 
God. But before that comes , tt 1s poſſible that the Throat that 
belch'd out this naſty Infolence, may be ſtopt with ſomething which it 


cai.not ſwallow. 
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As for this Tale of a Tub, or ſtory of 4 Great Perſon, which 
he likens to a Meſſenger to the King of Afſyria ; other Men 
have as little reaſon to give credit to it, as he has to believe 
the News from Poland or Conſtantinople, in the Gazerte, But 
whether true or falſe, they were only Words; not worſe 
than the late actual Perſecution of the Diſlenter*, which was 
very near reducing many of thoſe People to the ſame Neceſſity, 
by Impoveriſhing Fines, and Starving Impriſonments. From 
this ſtory the Anſwerer proceeds to his Second Reaſon, in theſe

Il. Beſides there are ſome Paſſages in the Dechiration, which in 
Conſcience we cannot Read to our People, though it be in the King's 
| Name ; for among others, we are ts read theſe words, We cannot 
( but heartily wiſh, as will eaſily be believ'd, tha: all the People 
of our Dominions were Members of the Catholick Church. 
Our People know too well the Engliſh of this, ard could not but be 
ſtrangely ſurpriz.'d to hear us tell them, That 1t would be an Accep- 
table thing to the King , that they jhould leave the Truth and our 
Communion, and turn Papiſt. The Wiſh of a King when ſolemaly 
Declared, is nolight i:ſtonificant thing, but has real influence ard ef- 
feFt upon the Minds of Men. It was but aWiſh of Renry the Second 
that cut off Thomas Becket , then Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 
4 Councils ard Courts of Fuſtice roo often bend to a King's Wiſhss, 
though again#t their own Inclinations, as well as against their Rule : 
And can we imagine that they can nave no force at all upon the Com- 
mon People; therefore we cannot in Conſcience prozounce theſe words in 
the Ears of thePeople,whoſe Souls are committed to our Charge. For-we + 
ſhould hereby lay a Snare before them, and become their Tempters, 
inſtead of being their Inſtrufters ;, and in very fair and reaſonable 
Conſtruttion, we ſhall be underſtood to ſolicit them to Apoſtacy, to 
leave the Truth of the Goſpel, for Fables and the Miſtakes of Men : 
A reaſonable and decent Worſhip for Superſtition and Idolatry ;, a 
| true Chriftian Liberty for the mo#t intolerable Bondage b«th of Soul 
and Body, If any will forſake our Dorin and Fellow-Worſhip, 
which yet ts not ours, but Chriſt's, at their own peril be it : But as 
for us, we are reſolu'd, by the Grace of God, to lay noStumbling- 
block, in their way, nor to be acceſſory to their Ruine, that we may be 
able ro declare our integrity with St, Paul, That we are pure from 
the blood of all men.

Here is a notable Comment, as the Anſwerer believes, upon 
the King's hearty Wiſh. And yet if it be that they themſelves

Becauſe the 
With of a King cut off Archbiſhop Becker, therefore the King's 
Withing, will make the People turn Papiſts. And therefore 
the Reading of the King's Wiſh, is an Aloes Pilt which they 
cannot ſwelow, not knowing what Influence it may have upon 
their Congregations, What greater Diſparagement can there 
beto the laborions Preaching of the Churchmen of England, 
that the People ſhould be 'o ill grounded in their Principles, 
and ſo wavering and unftable in their Faith, as'to be Wiſh'd 
ont of their Religion? This is a Surmiſe ſo idle, and a Fear ſo 
void of ſenſe, that the An/werer may ſeem to have borrow'd this 
Argument from the Table of Fortwnarns's Wiſhing-Cap. But 
there is another Paſſage in the Declaration puts the Anſwerer 
into a great Sweat. For ſays he,

Ill. In the next place we are to declare in the Kings 
Name , That from henceforth the Execution of all, and all 
manner of Penal Laws, in matters Eccleſizſtical , for not 
cotning to Church, or not recetving the Sacrament, or for any 
other Nonconformity to the Religion eftabliſhed, or for, or by 
reaſon of the Exerciſe of Religion in any manner whatſoever, 
be immediztely Suſpended, and the further Execution of the 
ſaid Penal Laws, and (every of them, is hereby Suſpended. 
What ! All, and all manner of Laws inmattcrs Eccleſiaſtical ? What 
the Laws againſt Fornication, Adultery, Inceſt ? for theſe are in 
Ecclefiaftical matters. What ! All Laws againſt Blaſphemy Pro- 
phaneſ:, open deriſion of Chriſtian Religion ? Yet theſe crimes are 
puni hable by o other Laws here than ſuch as have been made in favour < 
of the Eft abliſhed Religion : How ſhall the Lords day be obſervd ? | 
What fhall hinter coverons men to Ptow and C art, end follow their | 
ſeveral Trades upon that day ? ſince all the Laws, that fecure this ob- 
COTS onreourd tountenance of reſpef to the Chriſtian Religion, 
are by this general expreſſion laid aſide. 

: REPLY. 

Heaven's bleſs us ! What a Din and Noiſe is here about the 
word All, and All to no purpoſe. For the People are to un- 
derſtand, 
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derftand, that the fignification of All Penal Eams in Anter; 
Eccleſiaſtical is reſtrained, to the Exercifp of tepcrate Worſhip 
in Matters of Religion, The Abolition of which Laws does 
not give the leaſt Liberty to Fornication, Adultery, Ince?, 
Blaſphemy, or Breach of Sabbath, as the Anſwerer fo vainly 
and with ſo. much out-cry pretends. For all theſe Miſde- 
meanors are puniſhed as well. by Statutes of the Common Law, 
as by the Eccleſiaſtical Courts. And therefore all theſe Excla- 
mations are merely Scare-Crows ſet up againſt Reeging the 
Decharition. Arguments diſtilYd out of the Arfwerers Brain; 
by the Chymiſtry of his burning Zeal for beloved Eccleſiaſtical 
Tyranny ; fince there is not ſo much as one Law that is in force 
to ſecure the Obſervance of Divine Worſhip, or outward 
Countenance of ReſpeCt to Religion, laid aſide by this General 
Expreſſion, Beſides that, all new Laws explain themſelves, 
and ſecure what they would not have repeal*d by ll the neceſ- 
ſary Proviſe's imaginable ; and this no Queſtion but-the At for 
a General Toleration would do, whenever it came out. And 
therefore the ſame Advice may be given to the Anſwerer, which 
Ovid gives his Friend that was afraid of his own Shadow.

ANSWER. 

Be fides theſe words,for not coming to Church, or not receiving 
the Sacrament,or for any other Nonconformity to the Relipon 
Eſtabliſhed, cannot in Conſcience be read by us in our Churches, be- 
canſe th'y may be 4 temptation to young naguided people to neglett iff 
mainer of Religious Vi/orſhip, and give them oocaſton of depriving thenn-. 
ſelves of ſuch opportunities of grace and ſalvation, as theſe Prndt 
Laws did often oblize them to uſ*. For being diſcharg*d attendarce 
on oxr Service, they are left at liberty to be of any Religion 01 nont at 
all: Nay Chriftian Riligion 55 by theſe general terms left at diſcre- 
tion, as well as the Church of England. For men may forſake us to 
become Fews or Mahometans, or Pagan Idelaters, as well as to be 
Papiſts or Diſſenmters, for any care taken in this Declartion to prevent 
it. And even of ſuch as pretend tobe Chriſtians, there either are or 
may be ſuch Blaſphemeus Sefts, ſo diſhonourable to owr Common Le; d 
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and Maſter , as are incapable of all publick encouragement and allow- 
ance ; for that would involve the Government in the Imput ation of 
thoſe Blaſphemies, and the whole Nation in that curſe and vengeance 
of God, which ſuch provecations may extore, Wherefore it is not 
out of any unreaſonable opinion of our ſelves, nor diſaffettion to Pro- 
reftant Diſſenters that refuſe to publiſh this Indulgence, but out of « 
. tender care of the Souls committed to us, eſpecially thoſe of the weaker 
ſort to whom we dare not propoſe an Invitation to Popery, and much leſs | 
any thing\ that may give countenance or encouragement to Irreligion, 
It is ſaid indeed, that we are not required ro Approve, but to Read 
it : To this, Sir, you bave very well anſwer'd, That Reading was 
Teaching it ;, or if it be not ſo abſolutely in the nature of the thing ; 
yet in common Conftruttion, I am afraid it would have been ſo un- 
derftood, But we de not ttand in need of this Excuſe, for if there 
be any Paſſages in it, that are plain Temptations to Popery or Licen- 
riouſneſs ; it cannot conſift with our Duty either to God or the Church | 
to Read them before our People. 
REP LIT. 

The Remainder of this Paragraph reſts upon falſe Conſe- 
quences and wrong Concluſions. For the words, for not coming 
ro Church, or not receiving the Sacrament, or for any other Noncon- 
formity to the Religion Eft abliſhed, is no temptation to young un- | 
guided People to neglect all manner of Religious Worſhip. 

Nor does the diſcharge of their Attendance on the Service of 
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the Church of England, leave them at liberty to be of no 
Religion at all; as if there were no way to Heaven but the 
Church of EnglandRoad. For the Abolition of the Penal Laws 
does not deſign the Allowance of Licentious Atheiſm, but Chri- 
ſtian Liberty.For tho? the words of the Declaration are General, 
they only refer to a future At, which the Anſwerer may be 
ſure will be more exaCtly and particulary penn'd, And in- 
deed Duty and Reſpect to his Prince, would have taught the 
Anſwerer more Manners, than thus all along to build the feeble 
Structure of his Fears and Jealouſies upon the general Terms of 
the King's Declaration , Ioaded with Miſ-conſtruction , and 
taken in an ill Senſe z more eſpecially ſince they admit ſo eaſily 
a more candid and ſincere Interpretation ; and that indeed it 
is a meer piece of Folly, if not worſe, tothink that His Majeſty 
\ by his Indulgence intended to ſet open a Gate for Licence of 

Irreligion. 
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Irreligion. Nor is it only Unmannerly bat Diſingenious, to 
put the Kings Declaration thus upon the Rack , on purpoſe 
to extort from it a Confeſſion of Crimes, which was ne- 
ver intended, nor ever ſo much as dreamr of. Beſides, the 
diſparagement ir brings to that which would be thought the 
choiceſt of the Proteſtant Churches, as if it had abandon'd the 
Pillars of ſound Doftrin, to lean upon the feeble Supports 
of Spiritual Tyranny and Penal Laws. So that the refuſing to 
Read the King's Declaration, can never be thought ſuch a Zea- 
lous Care of Souls, as the Anſwerer pretends, but a Zealous 
Agony to pull down one Pope, and ſet up in his room as maay 
Popes as there are Pariſh-Churches in the Kingdom. 
ANSWER. 

As for the Diſpenſing Power, and the Oaths and Teſts required 
to Qualifi: Men for Offices Military and Civil, I muſt leave them 
to the Conſideration of thoſe who are nearer concern'd, and therefore 
reaſonably pr:ſum'd to underſtand them better, Nor do I envy his 
Majeſty the uſe of his Popiſh Subjefts, though I do not know whas- Ser- 
vice they may be capable of doing more than other Men. This Na- 
tion has for ſome Time made hard Shift to ſubſiſt without much of 
their aid, and againſt the Wills of ſeveral of them: But now they 
are become the only neceſſary Men, and ſeem to want nothing but 
Number to fill all Places Military and Civil in the Kingdom ;, in 
the meanTime, the Odiouſneſs. of their Perſons, and the Inſolence of 
their Behaviour, with ther way of Menacing of Strange things, 
makes ſome Abatement of the Merit of their Service, 
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As for what the Anſwerer here leaves to the Conſideration of 
thoſe that are nearer concern'd, there needs no further Replica- 
tiontoit. And for his granting his Majeſty ſo kindly, the uſe 
of his Subjects, let them thank him, that are meſt, nearly obliged. 
However, he has given them ſuch a Brand with his Pen, by the 
Character beſtowed upon them of Odionus, Inſolentr, and Mena- 
cers of Strange Things, as lays a terrible Cenſure upon the Choice - 
of their Perions: W hich ſhews him to have wrote his Anſwer 
in Heat of Blood, without either Charity or common Civility: 
And when all comes to all, deſerves no other Anſwer, Than that 
of Clodius accnuſat Moechos, But now he comes to his Concluſion.
